II  GEUERAL  STATEMENTS,  DEFINITIONS,  AND  REFERENCES 

Thd  general  statements,  definitions,  and  references  to  related  FUA  forms 
s@t  forth  in  Instruction  12i4.*2  are  applicable  also  to  this  Instruction* 

in    FOOD  DISTRIBUTION  PROGRAMS  (PDP)  BRANCH  OPERATIONS 

A      Advice  of  Inauguration  of  a  Section  32  Program  -  Prior  to  the 
issuance  of  formal  advice  ot  a  program  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  (PV)  Branch, 
Th®  Shipping  and  Storage  (SS)  Branch,  and  the  PDP  Branch  will  confer 
informally  regarding  Section  32  outlets  for  purchased  oomraodities. 
The  FV  Branch  will  furnish  PDP  Branch  with  a  copy  of  the  Form 
PHA-171,  "Program  Authorization,"  issued  by  FV  Branch  to  the  RIA  FMA-171 
State  director,  as  formal  advice  of  the  inauguration  of  a  Section 
32  program. 

B       Allocation  of  the  Commodity  by  PDF  Branch  -  Upon  learning,  after 
consultation  with  FV  Branch,  that  a  purchase  has  been  authorised,  the  PDP 
Branch  shall  determine  the  States  in  which  distributi<m  is  to  be  made,  the 
quantity  to  be  distributed  in  each  State,  the  types  of  agencies  eligible 
to  participate,  the  rates  of  distribution,  the  practical  transportation 
aspects s  and  so  forth.    In  arriving  at  this  allocation  the  PDP  Branch  may 
find  it  necessary  to  request  from  the  PMA  State  office  concerned  a  distri- 
bution plan  containing  an  estimate  as  to  the  qtiantity  that  can  be  dis- 
tributed in  the  State  on  a  30-day  basis  and  the  amovmts  to  be  allocated 
to  public  welfare  and  eleemosynary  institutions  and  school  lunch,  child 
care,  and  canning  programs* 

C       Advising  States  of  the  Allocation  -  Upon  determination  of  the 
allocation,  the  FDP  Branch  shallt 

1  Advise  the  State  office  of  the  allocation  for  that  State 
and  supply  information  as  to  the  quantity,  contaiz^rs,  carlot  units, 
stopover  privileges,  and  so  forth*    Unless  specified  otherwise,  the 
allocation  shall  be  on  a  30"d*y  basis  and  parties  in  all  categories

b       Clear  con^-'^plated  destinations  with  trade  and  State 
agricultural  representatives  to  avoid  conflict  with  local  pro- 
duction and  supplies*    Precautions  must  be  taken  to  prevent  ahip- 
ment  of  commodities  to  points  that  produce  or  serve  as  commercial 
storage  points  for  substantial  quantities  of  the  same  or  similar 
commodities • 

2  Contents  and  Transmittal  -  The  distribution  plan  shall 
include  an  estimate  as  to  the  quantity  that  can  be  distributed  on  the 
basis  of  the  allocation  period  prescribed  by  FDP  Branch  together  with 
the  amoxmts  to  be  allocated  to  institutions  and  school  Itmoh,  child 
care,  and  canning  programs*    Estimates  need  not  be  firm  but  should 

be  as  conclusive  as  possible*    The  plan  shall  be  transmitted  to  FDP 
Branch  by  wire  in  the  form  suggested  below:
